AVashingtcn — (CPA) — Now that 


the London naval treaty has been 
ratified by the tTnited States there 
is much, discussion as to the cost 
of construction that will be required 
if full advantage is "taken by the 
American navy of the limits set by 
the treat}-. 


Approximately one billion dollars 


is the estimate made by the general 
board of the navy as to the cost of 
tha six year navy construction pro- 
gram. Divided evenly this is about 
one hundred sixty-six millloi. dollars 
a year but as a rute the appropria- 
tions are made in one year and the 
expenditures in another and some- 
times the items are larger in one 
budget than in another. Mr. Coo- 
lidge's remark that it was regret- 
table that a large -world building 
program was permitted in the treaty 
is concurred in here by {hose who 
wanted a, more substantial reduction 
though they realize that even the 
Coolidge administrati'-n was power- 
less to bring- about any agreement to 
restrict naval building.

London treaty. Likewise the pariia- 
iheatary bodies of Great Britain and 
Japan- \rill be influenced by items 
of cost.

American congress fails to authorize 
construction of ships .provided by the 
treaty Great Britain and Japan will 
be influenced to do likewise.

cessive heat, according- to A. J. Hall, 
superintendent of the city pumping 
itation and filtration plant. 


Last Saturday and Sunday, with 


the atmosphere so extremely torrid 
and the city consuming such large 
quantities of water, the aerator was 
unable to eliminate the water odor, 


reported. 
The principle of aerating Is based 


on pumping the water through a 
arge tower or spray nozzles, break- 


the water up thoroughly," he 


said. "This allows the air and wa- 
,er to meet and the oxygen present 
in the air is absorbed by the water. 


"The warmer the air the less 


oxygen it holds and with the in- 
ense heat of last weekend, together 
with the abundant growth of taste 
>roducing algae that has developed 
on Lake Winnebago and the Fox 
river, an unusual condition develop- 
ed which the aerator was unable to 
cope. 
'This condition has adjusted it- 


self, however, during the past two 
davs and the water again is free of 
the odor at the plant. It may take 
several days for the older water in 
mains to be consumed. The water 
department is busy flushing hyd- 
rants in the city to assist in empty- 
ing the pipes as soon as possible. 


"Although the algae taste is dis- 


agreeable it is in no way harmful 
from a sanitary standpoint and the 
water is of the same purity that it 
has always been." 


All pumpage records at the plant 


•were shattered last Saturday when 
more than 4,000,000 gallons of water 
were pumped. The previous high 
record,, set about two 'weeks ago 
was 2,870,000 gallons. 


There is no danger -of a water 


shortage here similar to that exper 
ienced in many cities in the state 
Mr. Hall stated. The local plant is

WAR CLOUDS IN EUROPE 
Predictions of war between France 


and Italy are being openly mace. We 
believe they are alarmist and are not to 
be taken too seriously. Storm clouds 
worse than those now over these coun- 
tries have seemed to jeopardize peace 
between nations time and again, but in 
the majority of instances they are dis- 
sipated. American, alarmists at 
one 


time had this country on the verge of 
armed conflict with Japan. It was free- 
ly asserted that war was inevitable and 
that it was only a. question of time. The 
general conviction today is that it is 
quite as unthinkable as Avar with Great 
Britain. 


Nevertheless, the differences 
be- 


tween Italy and France are deep-seat-- 
ed and are of a substantial character. 
They arise from rivalry in colonial ex- 
pansion. There are collateral issues, 
such as the differences over armament 
and Balkan politics, and Italian dissat- 
isfaction with war settlements, but in 
the background the real difficulty is 
the inferior position of Italy in Africa. 
France grabbed off large portions of 
northern Africa while the grabbing 
•was good and when Italy was in no po- 
sition to challenge her aggression. 
Some of it she got through connivance 
•with England and some through un- 
derstanding with Germany. Today she 
- is: penetrating deeper and deeper into 
the interior and is exercising her influ- 
ence to a larger degree than ever, on 
north and east coast. There is prac- 
tically nothing left for Italy except the 
sop that was handed to her at Ver- 
sailles along the Red sea and the 
strengthening of her position in what 
was once Tripoli. 


It is in this vicinity that the specific 


issues over colonial policy threaten the 
good understanding between the two 
governments. Tunisia is French, yet 
there were more Italians in Tunisia in 
1926 than French. It may be different 
today but the " Italian population is 
large. It exists on a special legal basis 
•which, up to this time has preserved 
its status as a subject of Italy. 
The 


French wish to absorb this population 
and to terminate gradually Italian citi- 
zenship. There is also controversy over 
the western frontier of the Italian pos- 
session, Tripolitania. There is nothing 
obscure about this dispute, but it is 
exceedingly difficult of adjustment. 


If some way could be found to satis- 


fy Italian desire for colonial expansion 
in Africa the political differences be- 
tween the two nations wouM quickly 
dissolve. It is a strange fact that de- 
populated France, with enormous nat- 
ural resources and fertile lands, Is be- 
ing repopulated principally by Italians, 
and that Itah-, which is almost devoid 
of natural resources is over-populated. 
Likewise, that France has very exten- 
sive colonial possessions and Italy very 
limited. This situation does not make 
for good feeling. Final!}-, there is the 
concern of Italy over the French treaty • 
with Jugo-Slavia and French policies 
in both that country and Albania, 
| 


All in all. nevertheless, the points of ' 


friction. -x\h:!e delicate and real, are nor j 
likely to produce war. Italy is a much* \ 
less powerful nation from every stand- 
point than France. 
It could hardly 


hope to improve its status by recourse 


v to war. In fact, it would stand to suffer 


from it irretrievably. 
Given time the 


two nations will in all probability work 
out a solution of the differences that 


^ are keeping Europe on edge.

SENATE NEEDS NORRIS TYPE 


The Old Guard of Xebraska is mak- 


ing a determined effort to defeat Sen. 
George W. Xorris for re-election. 
It 


dislikes him for his irregularity and 
for his radicalism. 
We do not know 


that regular Republicans are to be 
blamed for trying to force him out of 
the party, because in truth he is like 
some of the other alleged members of 
that organization who use the party 
merely for electrons and then give it no 
support in administration or legisla- 
tion. But to defeat him because of his 
radicalism is another matter. More- 
over, the method that was first select- 
ed, that of inducing an unknown 
young man of exactly the same name 
to enter the primaries, was a trick of 
the lowest order. Fortunately the su- 
preme court has ruled that this second 
George W. Xorris cannot get on the 
ballot. 


Mr. Xorris entertains some views to 


which we do not subscribe, such for in- 
stance as his faith in the efficacy and 
soundness of prohibition, his fondness 
for artificial solution of the farmer's 
difficulties' and his belief in the poten- 
cy^ of legislation to alter economic 
laws. Likewise, we think his reserva- 
tion to ratification of the London naval 
treaty is objectionable and mischie- 
vous. Withal, however, he is one of the 
men in the United States senate whose 
opposition to privilege has been of 
real public benefit. 


Mr. Norris* sympathies are entirely 


with the common people. He is not a 
representative of big business, of mo- 
nopoly or of special seeking interests. 
On the contrary, he is continually act- 
ing in opposition to any predatory 
moves they may make. He is for the 
underdog and it is no great matter 
if he sometimes carries these sympa- 
thies to extremes. We have representa- 
tives of special interests which go just 
as far the other way in extremes to 
serve them. Mr. Xorris has been of 
great usefulness in throwing light on 
the Muscle Shoals problem and in pre- 
venting the manhandling of that great 
governmental undertaking. 


Sen. Xorris is not like other politi- 


cians whose names might be men- 
tioned. He is not a demagogue and he 
is not an unscrupulous politician. He 
believes -what he advocates and he is 
mentally and morally honest. 
That 


type of representative is needed at all 
times in our deliberative bodies. He is 
a wholesome antidote for greed, cor- 
ruption and political depravity. 
His 


policies are not always constructive or 
sound, but on the other hand his oppo- 
sition to destructive forces is essential 
to the approximation of justice, hon- 
esty and competence in government.

Drought May Make Situa- 
tion Serious, However

New York — (CPA) — Cities and 


towEs of the AtaintJc aeaboard and 
New England are not yet •offering 
acut« water shortage from tn« 
drought," except in Maryland, bgt a 
fortnight or so more oi Mgy'ng hot 
•weather -would seriously endanger 
municipal supplies. 
Supplies now 


are about normal, doe to fairly heavy 
snow and rainfall in the winter ant 
spring. This is the general report 
at clearing houses of water informa- 
tion here today. 


Xew York city the-last ttro day% 


has used about 1,300.000,000 gallons 
of water per day. The city's aver- 
age consumption per day is 873,300,- 
000 gallons. 


Mayor Walker lifted the lid on the 


town's water tsrtf^ and gave orders 
to all park and playground superin- 
tendents to-tap aH available faucets 
for the children. 
Thousands of 


urchins are enjoying the hot spell, 
probably being quite alone in this, 
as the revel in cascades from fire 
hydrants and in park pools and f oun 
tains. This probably accounted for 
a large portion of the increased us- 
age, although citizen proprietors of 
a back yard rubber plant or ailan- 
thus tree, verdure still extant in this 
wilderness of concrete, -were nurtur- 
ing their pet -with & trickle from 
the hose. 


John J. Ifietz, water commissioner 


of New York city, was reassuring 
about the water situation. 


CRGE SENSIBLE USE 


"The city has imposed no restric- 


tions on the use of water and prob- 
ably won't have to <Jo so," he said, 
"unless this should stretch out into 
an unheard of drought. There .is 
plenty of water for lawns and flow- 
ers and all reasonable domestic use. 
^SVe do, however, want to ask 
all 


citizens not to waste water. That is 
aJI we ask. Just sensible use is all 
that is necesasry to carry the city 
through. 


"There was & good flow of water 


in the spring to build up reserves 
and the levels in the reservoirs are 
normal for tfrfs time of the year. 
The Xew York municipal system sup- 
plies a number of small cities with- 
in the greater Xew York area. These 
suburban areas naturally 
require 


mora water for lawns and shrubs, 
but so far the supply is adequate." 


On the whole, a check on the sta- 


tus of eastern \vater supplies indi- 
cates that large cities are in a bet- 
ter position to •withstand a. long dry 
spell than the smaller municipalities. 
"Water "Works Engineering, a. publi- 
cation in this field, has completed a 
survey covering the adequacy of 
municipal supplies for present and 
future needs. It finds the larger ci- 
ties looking 'ahead and laying out 
large extensions 'and improvements,-1- 
to meet future demands and with re- 
serve supplies sufficient to •withstand 
a long drought. 


Smaller cities, apparently hesita- 


ting to vote bond issues In the face 
of business depression, have been 
holding back, in spite of lowering 
labor costs and easy money. 


This current blast of heat, starting 


July 17, is, according .to the United 
States weather bureau here, one of 
the most devastating hot waves In 
the history of the country.

DEFEND AND ATTACK

As far as national politics are con-: 


cemed, there isn't much more to itj 
than 
that. The 
party in power 


boasts and defends itself; the party 
out of power eneers and condemns. 
The Republican party is attacked 
not because It stands for anything 
in particular, but for the way it does 
things when in power—the way it 
revamps the tariff, the way it en- 
forces or doesn't enforce prohibition, 
the way it helps or doesn't help the 
farmers, the way it stimulates or 
doesn't stimulate business and em- 
ployment. 


Each party claims certain fine, 


high-sounding' principles for its own. 
hut neither has an honest, clear-cut 
or fundamental issue.
